The first section of the tunnel 
emerges to the surface at Rock Creek 
Crossing, 8,700 feet below the in- 
take. This short section, 230 feet in 


length, is constructed as a 19-foot 
diameter reinforced concrete pipe 


supported on a reinforced concrete 
trestle, so that the inside of the tun- 
nel and pipe will form a continuous 
comduit of uniform eross-section. In 
order that no power be allowed to 
go to waste, provisions are made to 
divert waters of Rock Creek into the 
tunnel, by constructing a small di- 
version dam across the ereek, from 
which a pipe will carry the water to 
the tunnel. 
From Rock Creek the tunnel con- 
tinues 12,300 feet to the lower portal 
the hill the power house 
site. An adit was provided to facili- 
tate tunnel! driving at a point 4,640 
feet below Rock Creek.

Penstocks Receive Water from the

At the lower portal the tunnel 


branches by means of a manifold into 
three large steel pipe lines, each have 
a diameter of 10 feet 9 inches. But- 
terfly of the same diameter 
are just below the 
fold, in order to permit taking any 
one pipe out of service for possible 
repair or painting, without shutting 
down the entire plant. Above these 
butterfuly valves all construction is 
of such a nature, that it should never 
be nevessary to take the tunnel out 
of service.

The trouble is probably due to a 
burnt out circuit fuse. The electri- 
cal service in a home, store or fac- 
tory is arranged in circuits, to 
distribute the energy so that small 
wires may not be overloaded and 
overheated by carrying too heavy 
current. 


There are two fuses for each of these 
circuits, usually of the type known as “plug 
fuses.” These circuit fuses are generally 
grouped in what is known as the “fuse- 
box.” If one of these fuses is burnt out it 
will be discolored—smoky—underneath its 
isinglass window, and must be replaced.

The jelly-fish has a truly wonderful 
of reproducing its species, In 
most cases the beginning is an egg, 
which, lying on the bottom, produces 
a beautiful tree-like growth. The 
“tree” fastens itself to the bottom and 
brings forth buds which, when ripe, 
drop off and develop into jelly-tish. 
The iatter in turn lay eggs and the 
process is repeated.

| Direction and Differences 
in Pressure Important 


Factors. 
Prof. Eugene Van Cleef of Ohio, 
State university in an article in the 


Radio Magazine says that the weather | 


affects radio reception. 


“It seemed that with broadcasting 
and receiving stations oftentimes 500 
to 1,000 miles apart,” he declares, “the 


local weather conditions at the receiv- 
ing stations could not have much influ- 
ence on reception, unless the same 
conditions prevailed over all the coun- 
try between the two stations, Such 
un'formity is not common. Therefore, 
to ascribe poor receptivity to local 
weather could not be an _ accurate 
Furthermore, it was true 
that occasionally when the weather 
was ‘bad,’ reception was good, although 
the association of the two facts at 
Such times was overlooked. 
Result of Observations. 

“The situation led to an investiga- 
tion which has thus far revealed some 
striking conclusions, It seems that 
since broadeasting involves the trans- 
mission of electro-magnetic waves, a 
wave motion transverse in type, there 
might be a definite relation between 
such transmission and the circulation 
of air in high and low pressures. Ob- 
servations were made to determine
